But what is He thinking all this time?

And the multitudes that went before

He foreshadows His sway over men 
unique, riding the steed on which no 
other man nad sat; authoritative, and 
in His influence over the people fore- 
shadowing the day when He would 
conquer the conqueror, Rome; pacific 
and conquering by love. Israel had 
not risen to the conception of the 
might of spiritual power, and Rome 
would have smiled at the tnoughi.

It was about equil- 
valent to the English phrase, “Long 
live the King.”

but—as one of the stockholders said— 
he had been kept on ice all night, and 
did not exhibit the heat which char- 
acterized his remarks at the former 
meeting. He promised to make every- 
thing right with the stockholders, and 
refund the block of 50,000 shares, which 
has been one of the cruxes in the 
trouble. The shares were put up as 
collateral for a loan, and when the note 
became due, were bid in personally by 
Holley and Meyer, and sold by them 
for their own profit, it ts alleged. 
Before any action was taken on 
Meyer's offer. J. W. Kemp, attorney 
for the stockholders, announced that 
he in conference with Theodore 
Martini the lawyer for the officers, and 
that a compromise was probable. The 
meeting then adjourned till afternoon, 
when the compromise was presented. 
The compromise was a complete 


V. backdown on the part of Meyer and 


his associates, and was accepted im- 
mediately by the stockholders. By tts 
terms William V. Holley, presiient of 
the company; Jacob Meyer, treasurer 
and acting president. and Henry H. 
Douglass, former president and now 
director, agree toresign their positions.

Bogus “Lord Sholto” Has a 
New Imitator. 


Another Impostor Is Now 
Doing Idaho. 
— 


Flim-flammed Salt Lake and 
Other Cities.

Says the Washington Post: One of 
the oldest of modern games of confi- 
dence is that in which the separater of 
tools and their money trades as 4&4 
British nobleman.

Douglass. who got the real Lord Bholto 
Douglass into trouble the other day, 
is only one practitioner out of many. 

Like all the forms of bunco, itt 
thrives on publicity; exposure simply 
gives it richer growth. It has been 
exposed as often and as completely as 
the lock trick, the green-goods game, 
the wire-tappers, yet t very expos- 
ures are promptly put to in extend- 
ing the business. 

It is the simplest kind of a trick. It 
calls for no turning point led up to by 
numbered telegrams. It involves no 
hurried interview with a shirt-sleeved 
wire chief caught on the fly in the pub- 
lic ~~ a telegraph office. It is 

yed thout cappers. 

= ~ operator works alone arid all the 
profits are his own, with no confed- 
erate to call for a share of the cash or 
to imperil the success of the operation. 
The machinery of the game is e 
simplest—a languid air, an accent 
somewhat off the local, and, therefore, 
ansumed to be British, and the dressing 
of the part. 

The last requirement is foolishly 
easy.

NATURALIZATION RUSH. 
MANY FOREIGNERS APPLY. 
Judge Bordwell yesterday admitted 
thirty-five applicants for citizenship to 
all the benefita that accrue to the na- 
tive American citizen. Yesterday, too, 
twenty-four men made their deciara- 
tion of intention to become citizens, 
and the rush of those who desire to 
become full-fledged citizens and of 
those who desired to be admitted at 
once was 80 great as to arouse some 

curtosity as to the cause. : 

The new naturalization law goes into 
effect on September 27, and of this fact 
the foreign-speaking population has 
been informe¢. A weekly paper that 
caters to the needs of a section of the 
foreign colony, printed a synopsis of 
the new naturalization law in six dif- 
ferent languages, and the result was 
geen yesterday when there was a rush 
to be naturalized. 
The new law is much more onerous 
upon the applicant for citizenship than 
the old one. Two years after the dec- 
laration of intention a petition has to 
be filed. and that petition is forwarded 
to the Immigration Bureau, where the 
date is compared with that on the 
original application. If everything 
proves satisfactory, the applicant is ex- 
amined after due lapse of time. But 
at the very first a person desiring to 
be a citizen has entered upon his pa- 
pers a full physical description, so as 
to prevent the transferring of first 
papers.

LANS IMMENSE 
ART SHOW HERE. 


NEW YORK CONNOISSEUR AIMS TO 


COLLECT MANY PAINTINGS. 
— — 

Works of American Artists in All 

Parts of the Country Are te Be Ar- 

ranged in Great Exhibition in This 

City—Lecal Adepts Lend Support 

to Project. 


A project which will mean more to 
the future ef art in Southern Califor- 
nia than anything ever before con- 
templated or undertaken, has just 
been successfully launched in Los An- 
geles by R. A. Bernstein of New York. 
a well-known critie and patron of art 
and the drama, who has been quietly 
working for some weeks in the inter- 
etts of his scheme to found the Amert- 
can Fine Arts Association here. 

Mr. Bernetein will leave within a 
few days for a tour of the East, which 
Will include stops, in the interest of 
—— new institution. in San Francisco, 
hicago, Philadelphia, Washington 
and New York. He will return — 
the middie of next month, and at that 
time the permanent exhibit of arts and 
crafts representing the best work of 
the most skilled American artists will 
be opened to the public. 

Mr. Bernstein has been working in 
the field of art since 1883, and has de- 
voted most of his time of late years to 
the Pacific Northwest. He superin- 
tended the fine arts department of the 
Lewis and Clark Exposition, and is in 
close touch with all the distinguished 
artists of the country. While in the 
large cities of the East he will arrange 
for an exhibition of work from these 
centers, to cover a period of one year. 
Upon his return he will give his en- 
tire time and his personal attention to 
the detailw of the scheme. 

Fred Blanchard has turned over to 
the association the Blanchard art gal- 
lery, where local exhibitions have pre- 
viously been held, and, with the hearty 
coUperation of local artists, which has 
been assured to him, Mr. Bernstein ex- 
pects to make this exhibit one of the 
greatest attractions which Los An- 
geles can show. He will endeavor te 
place California artists on a footing 
with their peers in the East, as weil 
as to bring the best work of eastern 
artists here. He is highly enthusiastic 
in the work, and states that the time 
is ripe for the establishment of such 
in Los a city 
which he maintains is the recognized 
art center of the West, and which, he 
adds, contains more artists of known 
ability mn any other city of its sse 
in the country. With the proper ar- 
tistic spirit, Mr. Bernstein aims to pro- 
vide material for enjoyment and study, 
though commercia! considerations can- 
not be ignored. 

Mr. Bernstein's ambition is to see 
the American school of art a - 
nized institution. He calis attention 
to the fact that the one hundred and 
second annual exhibition of the Penn- 


| sylvania Academy of Fine Arta, which 


closed in May, was the first exhipit 
of exclusive American work. This ex- 
hibition established definitely and 
upon a solid basis the real American 
school. There was not one artist rep- 
resented that had not studied abroad, 
though the critics were delighted to 
see that the influence of the foreign 
schools in the matter of color had been 
lost. Previous to this time, the for- 
eign color schemes had , impressed 
themselves too strongly upon  can- 
vases showing purely American land-

This American Fine Arts Assocta- 
tion is to embrace all branches of work 
in the arts and crafts, oil and wate 
color, sculpture, decorative china and 
the like.

Activity is shifting to vine- 
yard and packing-bouse. The grape 
crop is large and of good quality. 
Many ins are already on trays, 
and t month will see packing in 
full ewing. Seeding will be under way 
by the 15th. 

Grape prices are yet unsettied be- 
tween grower and wine-maker. In 
seven southern counties the wine-grape 
crop ts about 15 per cent. greater than 
last year. On account of wine lost at 
San Francisco in April and the more 
recent loss of 260,000 gallons of sherry 
near 
ing under contracts made last 
year’s prices, $15 to $17 per ton, but 
are disposed to hold for higher prices. 
It is reported northern growers are de- 
manding $20 to $25 per ton, with buying 
very low at these prices. 

Fresno fig crop this year will to- 
tal 2000 tons. Packers are paying 2% 
cents. As the output of canned fruit 
of the State will, from short decidu- 
ous crops, be so light, Southern Call- 
fornia canners have taken all good 
qvality fruit offered at maximum quo- 
tations. It is the growers’ year. 
apricot pack of this section is nomi- 
nal, and the peach pack is larger than 
usual, owing to the fact that dryers, 
afraid of , ught sparingly. 
Many lines of fruit are entirely sold 
out and the market continues firm and 
advancing.

SPERANTO LESSONS. 
There is nothing in the history 
of language to compare with the sud- 
den and wonderful development of 
Esperanto.

TELLS OF JAPAN’S PROGRESS. 


Col. W. H. Holabird Address Society 
Members on Railrcad Extension 
in Far East. 


Col. W. H. Holabird of Los Angeles, 
who returned recently from an exten- 
sive tour of inspection throughout 
Manchuria and Japan in behalf of cer- 
tain railroad interests, addressed the 
monthly meeting of the Engineers’ and 
Architects’ Society last night, which 
was held in a leading restaurant. 

Mr. Holabird spoke in glowing 
terms of the possibilities for railroad 
extension in the Far East and Gwelt 
upon the alacrity with which the Jap- 
anese were seizing upon the most ad- 
vantageous points for railroads and the 
ease with which they accommodated 
themselves to whatever conditions 
they encountered in Manchuria. 

In reference to the Japanese ra- 
roads Mr. Holabird stated that every 
one was — oe 
Japanese people, noqwithstanding 
short time they have had 1 in 
their country, were among the great- 
est travelers he has ever encountered. 

He pointed out the facility with 
which yor could be constructed 
in Japan, both on account of the 
cheapness of labor and the cheapness 
of material. He said that everywhere 
he went he was accorded the heartiest 
welcome and encountered among the 
leading bankers, merchants and ralt- 
road men of the country, Japanese 
who, according to western standards, 
were as fully civilized as any person 
encountered in England or the United 
States. 

Col. Holabird spent some time tn 
describing the purely picturesqueness 
of his trip and the quaint fhings he 
saw. He described interestingly some 
of the irrigation schemes the Jap- 
anese and Chinese had established in 
the dryer portions of Manchuria. 

The talk. which was a post-prandial 
one, was intensely interesting to the 
members of the society present and 
at its conclusion they tendered Mr. 
Holabird a vote of thanks and ap- 
preciation. 

During the business meeting*of the 
society that preceded the serving of 
the menu a resolution was adopted m- 
viting the engineers, James D. Schuy- 
ler, John R. Freeman and Frederick 
Stearns, who will shortly make an in- 
vestigation of the Owens River Proj- 
ect, to be guests of honor of the 8 
clety during their stay in this city.
